Messrs. Eptrors: Withont assuming to
myself any great degree of political knowledge,
for I a3 no politician, and laying claim to ouly
a small share of common sense, I ventare, in
the exercise of a right aceruing to e, as a free
and independent citizen of a free and indepen-
dent State, to give a farther expression of my
opinions in relation to those politicul mutters,
which at this time engross the public mind; and
in the issue of which, I consider every individ. |
ual membgr of ‘the community to be¢ fearfully™
and deeply inwalved. He who has dévoted ihe '
least uttention to * thespassing -eveits.of the
day,” cannot fiil to perceive that our pdlitical |
sky is black and lowering with clouds, which |
too plainly portend the coming”storm. The
muttering thunder and vividl lightning are dis- |
tinetly to be heard and seen in the distance, |
and should admonish us, a8 a wise pcnplo:.cto
prepare for the worst, ere we fallvictims to the
relentless fury of the blast, and are swept away |
as with “ the hesom of destruction.” :
View me not as a_nervous and timid prog-
nosticator of evil, when | say to you in all 8in-
cerity the times are portentous—mwre porten-
tous I fear, than many are disposed to believe.
In cousideration then of the threatening pros-
pect before us, there is a question of appalling
and tremendous import, which naturally pre-
sents itself to the mind of every citizen, upon
the altar of whose heart there burns a glimmer-
ing spark of that patriotig fire, which cheered
and animated our forefuthers in the day which
“tried men’s souls,” and bore théfl¥ victoriously
and triamphantly thronghi*the ordeal of the
American Revolution. How van I best gerve
my Stale in this her day of trial und of need?
Before we can arrive ata correctconelusion in
reference to that line of conduct, which duty
and patriolism would indicate, we must reflect
well upon the past and the prescut, with-their
relative bearings on the_future. Permit me
then to usk, what is the position of South Ca-
rolina at this time in the eyes of the world, and
what are the circumstances attendaut upon her
occupation of that position! It must be ad-
mitted on ull hands, thatthe position oceupied by
ber is one of open hostility to the people of the
North, and of avwced resistunce to the pust legisla
tion of arecklessand unprincipled majority in the
councils of the Nation. ‘“I'he rubicon has
been passed,” and she musf adrance in t e facer
of ull consequences, or full buck into a stale of
disgraceful vassiluge and of infumous bon-
dage. Disguise it a8 we may, this iz the real
allilude, the true position of South Carolina at
thistime. 1 have not the inclination, if you had
the putience to bear with the recital, to enter in-
to an eluborate detail of the foul wrongs and
oppressive exactions, which for years huve been
in a gradual course of infliction upon the pa-
tient and forbearing South, The catalogue is
long, black and sickenmng: at its contennpla-
tion “*bumanity shudders and patriotism weeps”
—the cup of oppression has been filled to the
brim, aud she must Jdrain its dregs, or dash it
from her lips with disdain and contempt. A
short time siuce and she seemed determined up-
on the latter altervative, “I'he North bebold-
ing in her union thewr destruction, Lakes coun-
sel of the great modern political Eusculapiuvs.
The South must be divided ; and for the ac-
complishment of this great and uefarious end,
her seutinels must be attacked, must be bought
uver,

It is useless to experiment upon Carolina’s
sons. The avil which produces a Huayne, u
McDuffie, a Culhoun, is not congeniul to the
growth of trailors. Mississippi is selected, and
they suceeed, Clay and Footw retire into the la-
boratory of the great soreerer, in which too ma-
ny mixtures have been compounded for the
unhappy South. ‘They remuin days and nights
in their mystic cell-—eventually, they appear
with the portion that is to do tie deed —its col-
or and taste have undergoue a change. What
ingredient have these political mountebanks
added, which has so transmuted the whole ap-
prarauce of the poisonous draught ! Hear, ye
sages of the land ! and do homage to superior
wisdom—a liltle eourse brown sugar in the
shape of a “Fugitive Sare Bin,,” hatn acuieved
this wonder of wounders! And now, ye ia-
grate, murmuring Caroliniaus, éa paricular, and
ye inhabitants of *“the woild and tue rest of
wankiud” in general, in tius decociion, the re-
sult ot miduignt toil and patriotic labor, benolkd
the graud panseea - (uot Fownsend's) —tor e
various maladies of a diseased body politic.

Alas! this trick of sorcery proves successtul.
Georgia gulps it down witn zest and exelaiws,
bow deligntiul ! Others swallow it witu some
show of dissatisfaction, while South Carolina
presents the proud spectacle of persisting in her
refusul to quatf the coutents of the accursed eup.
Laying wetaphor and irony aside, I ask, was
uot the South twelve mouths ago unaunimous
in the opiuion, that the time for resistance had
arrived!{ Who protested most loudly aguinst
the plandering legislation of the Congiess be-
fore the lastt Not Souath Carolinu—tor it is
a fact of indisputable notoriety, that her quie-
tude at (hat time was & matter of surprise
many,and nota few feared thuta woelulcnange
hud come over the spirit of ner people. Upon
the genernl conviction thut sometning should
be doue, who proposed the Nasuville Couveu-
tion? Not South Carolina.
